Mohr Bail Set at $5,000 
Today friends of Christian Mohr. 
23, CIS York street, Hanover, driver 
of the death car, and his attorney 
sought to secure Mohr's release from 
the county jail. 
On Monday evening Judge W. C, 
Sheely fixed M ohr’s bail at $5,000

The letter is dated September 28 
and was written at Oxford, England 
Young Brehm .soon will be back in 
Gettysburg 
A telegram received by 
his father here Monday told of the 
arrival of the orchestra at Boston. 
The letter follows in part: 
“Mast likely by the time this let­ 
ter reaches you, Europe will be back 
to normal or a t war. 
Tonight I’m 
in the picturesque old college center 
of England, Oxford. 
“For the first time in my life I 
have seen how a war scare can 
affect a nation, 
It certainly is a 
devastating thought th a t enters the 
mind at such a time as this. 
Here 
is a great city—take London for in ­ 
stance, its thousands of people won­ 
dering what to do, where to go and 
what security they will have In the 
near future. 
Of course the govern­ 
ment of the country is taking pre­ 
cautionary' 
m easures 
accordingly 
with the latest news from the Con­ 
tinent. 
Air raid shelters are being 
constructed rapidly in such centers 
as huge Hyde park. Ju st yesterday 
when we were waiting for a bus In 
Windsor, a sharp m etallic voice rang 
from a loud speaker in the central 
part of the town warning the citi­ 
zens what to do in case of an em er­ 
gency and where and when the next

RED CROSS, SAYS 
J. L, FIESER HERE 


A description of the work accom­ 
plished by the American Red Cross 
and an explanation of the motives 
behind this large organization were 
given by James L. Fieser, W ashing­ 
ton, D. C., in a talk before 80 m em­ 
bers of the Gettysburg Lions and 
R otary clubs and guests in the B at­ 
tlefield hotel Monday evening. 
Drawing on his long experience in 
the Red Cross work, Fieser, who now 
is vice president of the Red Cross 
in the United States, told his lis­ 
teners of the backgrounds of sev­ 
eral of the disasters th a t have be­ 
fallen the country in the last decade. 
The most recent disaster th a t he 
described was the one caused by 
the hurricane that sw*ept the A t­ 
lantic seaboard and the New' Eng­ 
land states several weeks ago. H av­ 
ing just returned from a twelve- 
day visit in the stricken region, 
Fieser was able to give a first-hand 
account oi the destruction 
Take Care of Families 
Following his listing of the am ount 
of dam age and how the countryside 
looked, the Red Cross officer pro­ 
ceeded to explain how his workers 
were received in the devastated com ­ 
m unities. 
Everywhere, he said, the 
varioas county disaster committees 
of the Red Cross put new morale 
into the people who had suffered 
mast and once the Red Cross was 
on the scene the residents responded 
quickly and immediately started to 
“fight back" and clear up the debris 
of the hurricane. 
Prim arily interested with the wel­ 
fare of individual families who were 
affected by disaster, the Red Cross, 
however, also directed the various 
i elief agencies in a co-ordinated ef­ 
fort to deal* the stricken area and 
bring order out of chaos. Then, the 
speaker, explained, the Red Cross 
turned its attention to the 20,000 
needy families. 
One of the chief accomplishments 
of the Red Cross, Vice President 
Fieser stated, is its ability to blend 
all classes of people in erne effort 
to help in the time of need. Exper­ 
ience in the past has proven, he 
said, that labor, capital and the 
farm er all rally to the Red Cross 
emblem when they are needed. 
Red Cross Courses 
He also revealed th a t just as in 
case of emergencies do these three 
classes of Americans help the Red 
Cross, so also do they offer their 
support during the annual roll calls 
conducted by the organization. 
In passing from the discussion of 
the disaster work of the Red Cross, 
the speaker turned to other activi­ 
ties th a t are being carried on a t all 
times. 
They include the first aid 
classes, water safety instruction and 
the courses in home hygiene. In its 
tw enty-year period of instruction 
the Red Cross has trained 1,750,000 
persons in the country in first aid; 
1,000,000 iii water safety, and 1,000.- 
000 in home hygiene. 
The speaker revealed th at there 
are 10,000.000 junior members of the 
Red Cross and 5,500,000 seniors. This 
entire organization is supervised by 
a staff of 800. Fieser pointed out, 
showing that a large m ajority of 
the work is carried on by volun­ 
teers. 
Americans Co-ordinated 
In closing. Vice President Fieser 
called the Red Cross a “new giant 
power" in the United States. 
It is 
able to co-ordinate Americans in a

studied today a watermelon-plugging 
operation on the eye to restore the 
sight of persons blinded by accidents 
or infections. 
The operation was one of hundreds 
of subjects up for consideration at 
the annual meeting of the American 
Academy of Ophthalmologists and 
Otolaryngologists. 
It calls for the use of a special 
“twin” surgical knife, invented by 
Dr. Ramon Castroviejo of New York I 
city, which outlines a square window 
iii the center of the cornea, or outer 
covering of the front part of the eye. 
in preparation for inserting a new I 
one. 
Another specal knife removes the 1 
outlined portion like a watermelon 
plug and replaces it with a similar 
bit of tissue from the eye of an­ 
other person. 
The edges of the transplanted 
window are not stitched to the 
cornea of the person receiving it. 
surgeons explained. When that was 
done in the past, the new window | 
became as clouded as the one it 
replaced. 
■= Instead four stitches are made-r 
near the corners of the eyeball. Tiny | 
surgical threads are attached 
to 
them to hold the window in place * 
until it unites with the eye. 
“This operation is one which has 
been frequently referred to as re­ 
placement of an eye. or the donation 
of an eye by one person to another, 
said Dr Harry S. Cradle, of Chicago, i 
president of the academy. 
"It is impassible to take an eye 
from one person and make it func­ 
tion in the eyesocket of another.”
